Tue Presipents CoMMITTEE ON EpuCATION BEYOND 
the High School now bringing to a close its ef 
forts of the ist 20 months in behalf of better 
education in Am« i. This distinguished group ol 
> prominent educators and laymen has performed 
i difficult but critically needed task 

The broad outlines of the crisis ahead 
education are becoming increasingly clear 
ire two fundamental and challenging facts. First 
the sharp rise in births, which began in the 1940's 
ind which ha ilready overcrowded the schools 
will shortly begin to overow the colleges—this at 
a time when our higher educational institutions 
already are straining to accommodate the largest 
enrollments in their historv. By 1970 college en 
rollments w ve at least 6 o1 million, approxi 
mately double vhat thev ire now Second the 
many problems issociated with national defenss 
and our increasingly technological world will make 
ever increasing demands for personnel with pro 
fessional. se miprote ssional. or technical education 
i.e. education bevond the high school 

The result is that, as the Committee has said

Our colleges and universities are expected bv the 


American public to perform something close to a 
miracle in the next 10 to 15 vears.” Grave difficulties 
ire foreseen because today’s forces, again in the 
words of the Committee, “have created enormously, 
increased educational challenges of which we have 
not vet taken full stock and which our educational 
institutions as a whole are ill prepared to meet 
The gap between this nation’s educational needs 


lucational effort is widéning ominousl, 


and its e 

Among all of the knotty probl ms considered, the 
Committee rightly gives top priority to the need 
for teachers. The mounting shortage of excellent 
teachers is viewed as “the most critical bottleneck 
to expansion ahead even of the need for facilities 

Thus the Committee recommends to individual 
institutions that they “insist that expansion of their 
enrollment be accompanied by adequate provision 
tor competent faculty lo improve the economic 
status and attractiveness of teaching as a careet 
the Committee recommends that “the absolute 


highest priority in the use of available funds be

The other major recommendations of the Com 
mittee—including those relating to financial assist 
ince to students, the need for expansion ind diver 
sification of educational opportunities, methods and 
sources of financing, and the need for improved 
counseling and guidance—have been treated fully 
in the various public itions of the Committee and 
have been commented upon previously in CoLLeci 
anD University Bustness. However, I should like to 
sav a word about the role of the federal government 
in education beyond the high school 

With respect to this role, the Committee rejects 
extremes. It opposes equally the abandonment of 
all federal activity in education beyond the high 
school and massive federal appropriations for its 
direct economic support. The Committee takes 
middle position which assumes the capacities of 
state and private groups and individuals to do the 
job with some limited federal assistance to meet 
urgent national needs 

This is sound doctrine, recognizing the wisdom 
of the American tradition of state and local control 
and responsibility in education, while at the same 
time reaffirming the interest of the federal govern- 
ment in educational problems that are national in 
scope The Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare will continue to encourage state and local 
effort in meeting the many problems confronting 
education today 

The importance of the Committee's work goes 
bevond the many thoughtful recommendations con 
tained in its reports. For the Committee's work 
reflects a growing awareness on the part of the 
American people of the direct relationship between 
their educational system and their welfare and 
security as a nation. In the Committee’s words 
‘World peace and the survival of mankind may well 
depend on the way in which we educate the citi- 
zens and leaders of tomorrow.” This. to those who 
will listen, may be the most urgent and important 
message of all. To understand the implications ot 
this message, and to lead the people to understand 


and act, is the task of educational statesmanship

\ RECENT RESEARCH STUDY BY THE UNIVERSITY OF THE 
State of New York through the state education depart- 
ment at Albany cites several areas in which coopera- 
tion between institutions can be helpful and profitable.

Yet, in most cases, the business manager 
uses every excuse to avoid that part of his adminis- 
trative responsibility.

members, subsidized insurance 
deductions, and other legislative proposals to improve 
the faculty situation can be helpful 

General welfare foundations may be expected to 
make grants to improve the level of faculty salaries 
although as yet no foundation has met the problem 
sO dramatically as the Ford Foundation in its $260 
million grant to more than 600 private colleges 

The third alternative suggested by the Council is 
for business corporations to make grants to college 
or university operating budgets and for such corpo- 
rations to make unrestricted gifts to state associations 
of private colleges. Also it is suggested that corpo 
rations give current support to specific professorships 
and provide other grants to faculty members 

“Backing Up Brains” is a helpful summary of the 
faculty salary situation. The proposals incorporated 
in the bulletin are not visionary. They represent con-
